APRIL  UNIFORM  PRICE  $.3,64 

Dairy  farmers  who  delivered  Grade  "A”  milk  to  handlers  subject  to  the  Fort 
Wayne  milk  order  in  April  1963,  will  receive  a minimum  uniform  price  of  $3,64  per 
hundredweight  for  milk  testing  3o57o,  A butter  fat  differential  of  7,1  cents  for  each 
one  tenth  of  one  percent  that  individual  tests  vary  above  or  below  the  3,5?o  standard 
will  be  used.  This  minimum  price  is  subject  to  a 4 cent  per  hundredweight  marketing 
service  deduction  and  authorized  hauling  charges.  The  computation  of  the  minimum 
blend  price  is  shown  on  page  5 and  the  class  prices  on  page  4. 

The  $3,64  price  for  April  1963  is  41  cents  below  the  March  1963  price,  and  6 
cents  below  the  April  1962  price. 

PRODUCER  RECEIPTS  AND  UTILIZATION 

Approved  producers  shipped  20,083,849  pounds  of  milk  to  the  Fort  Wayne  market 
during  April  1963,  of  which  15,186,201  pounds  or  75,6%  was  utilized  in  Class  I by 
18  pool  handlers.  Production  was  up  2,17o  from  March  1963,  Class  I utilization  of 
producer  milk  was  down  4,1%  from  March  1963, 

SEASONAL  PRICING  PLAN 

During  the  months  of  April,  May  and  June  the  Fort  Wayne  Order  provides  that 
a portion  of  the  money  paid,  into  the  market-wide  pool,  by  handlers  be  set  aside 
for  distribution  to  producers  in  the  months  of  September,  October  and  November. 

This  will  result  in  higher  prices  to  producers  during  these  months  of  normally  low 
milk  production.  For  April  approximately  34  cents  per  hundredweight  was  placed  in 
this  fund, 

MAY  CLASS  I PRICE  $4,28 

$1.20  was  added  to  the  April  basic  formula  price  of  $3,08  (Wisconsin-Minnesota 
Series)  to  establish  the  Fort  Wayne  Class  I price  for  May,  This  price  of  $4.28  is 
1 cent  below  the  April  Class  I price. 

FINAL  DECISION  ON  CLASS  I PRICING 

A final  decision  by  the  USDA,  which  would  maintain  the  Fort  Wayne  $1,20  class 
differential  until  December  31,  1964,  was  signed  by  the  Secretary  on  April  25,  1963, 

BALTIMORE  MILK  ORDER  UPHELD 

The  U,  S.  Court  of  Appeals  at  Richmond,  Virginia,  reversed  on  March  11,  a lower 
court  order  which  had  held  the  Upper  Chesapeake  Bay  (Baltimore)  federal  marketing 
order  invalid  because  of  defects  in  promulgation  proceedings.  The  Court  of  Appeals 
found  that  the  order  was  in  accordance  with  law  and  that  the  Secretary  has  followed 
the  proper  procedures  in  the  issuance  of  the  order.
